A committee of the tlouse of Representatives 
has been appointed consisting of Messrs. Spencer, 
Lowndes, M:Lane, Bryan, and Tyler to inspect 
the books and examine into the proceedings of 
the Bank of the United States, to report thereon, 
and to report whether the provisions of its charter 
have been violated or not, and that the committee 
have leave to meet in the City of Philadelphia, 
and to remain there as long as may be necessary : 
that they shall have power to send for persons 
and papers, and to employ the requisite clerks. 
the expence of which shall be audited and allowed 
by the commitiee of accounts, and paid out of the 
contingent fund. 


From the National Intelligencer of yesterday. 


We had not time, yesterday, to express our 
satisfaction that the House of Representatives 
had appointed a committee to inspect the books of 
the Bank of the U. States, and report upon its 
state and proceedings ; that the measure had been 
adopted without passion: and that, after debate 
and amendments, the motion had assumed a shape 
so unobjectionable, as to secure to it an unani- 
mous vote—we say unanimous, because no dis- 
senting voice was heard. 

Since our last the names of the persons to com- 
pose the conimittee have been announced, and we 
have fresh reason to congratulate our readers on 
the prospect of a fair, full, and unprejudiced re- 
port on a subject on which much excitement 
exists. 

It would be a great errour to suppose that this 





measure is the result of a disposition unfriendly 
to the Bank, ofa suspicion of the integrity of its 
proceedings—much less of a disposition to pros 
trate or cripple the Institution. here are in 
Congress, no doubt, many who are hostile to th 
Bank trom various motives. and others who con- 
demn certain of its measures. But the course 
which has been taken had the support of tive 
friends as well as the adversaries of the Bank, 
and, it is certain, will be attended with results 
useful to the country, and it is hoped, valuable to 
the Bank. 

We shall see with what reason the Institution 
has been assailed, and the characters of its Direc- 
tors impeached. We hope the defence the Direc- 
tors will derive, from the opportunity of exhibit- 
ing their books and proceedings, will be in pro- 
portion to the patience and equanimity with 
which they have borne the attempts which have 
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against the Bank of the U. States, as the source 
of the present derangement of the pre-existing 
currency. 

This measure having been adopted by the 
House of Representatives, as well for publick in- 
formation as for their own, we shall not be left 
hereafter to conjecture, or to mere assertion, for 
facts connected with the subject. We shall wait 
with patience for the report of the committee, 
with full confidence of its presenting us an impar- 
tail and enlightened view of the subject of its in- 
vestigation.

Latest Foreign Intelligence, 
NEW-YORK, Tuesday, Dec. 1. 


The Revenue Cutter came up last evening and 
brought us news of the arrival below of the ship 
Kuphrates, De Cost, in 34 days from Liverpool. 


The treaty for the evacuation of France by the 
allied troops, 1s published in the Morning Chroni- 
cle. It was signed at Aix-la-Chapelle on the 19th 
of Oct. The army of occupation was to have been 
withdrawn on or’ previous to the SOth of that 
month. ‘The treaty was ratified by the signatures 
of the Sovereigns on the 17th. 


The ship Union, had arrived in the Shannon 
from Quebeck, after a passage of 14 days. ‘Thisis 
the shortest run from America ever remembered. 


The expedition to the North Pole had return- 
ed. ‘The highest latitude the ships ever attained 
was about 80, 30, long 12 east.
